The chief executive of the Eu- 
ropean Economic Community was 
equally critical of the United

Mr. Ortoli was speaking at a 
valedictory press conference as 
Commission president, On Jan. 1, 
he will become a vice-president 
under the new Commission leader, 
Roy Jenkins of Britam. 

His theme, looking back over 
the last four years, was gloomy. 

“The feeble response to calls 
for a common EEC energy pol- 
icy to meet the tremendous 
challenge now facing the indus- 
trialized nations makes me 
wonder whether our peoples 
really do have the detcrmina- 
tion to guide their own desti- 
Dies,” Mr. Orvoli said. 

He added it was essential for 
the EEC to convince its friends 
—notably the United States— 
that it will begin coherent, joint 
action on the energy front, He 
said, “The community dare not 
meekly sit back and acrept be- 
ing dependent on the outside 
world for over 60 per cent of its 
energy supplies.” 

The Frenchman said the four- 
fold. oil-price increase of 1973 
has hed two effects on the com- 
munity—stimulation of existing 
inflationary tendencies and 
growing EEC  balance-of-pay- 
ments deficits.

Mr. Wildenstein was charged on 
Oct. 30, 1973, but was freed im- 
mediately on bail of 3 millon 
frames ($600,000), At the end of 
the investigation, Mr. Landreau 
ruled that the prosecution had 
Tailed to establish 2 case for Mr. 
Wildenstein to answer,

The head of Chile’s criminal in- 
vestigations bureau told the press 
that the case was closed as an 
“accidental death” and that Mr. 
Soria had died as a result of 
driving hig car off a cliff while 
intoxicated. 

A criminal court judge appoint- 
ed to investigate the case refused, 
however, to characterize the death 
as accidental, and the investiga- 
tion is continuing. 

Mr. Soria, who Was a friend of 
the late Pablo Neruda, the Com- 
munist Chilean poet, bad held 
an important position in a gov- 
ernment-owned publishing house 
during the Allende government, 
which was overthrown by a right- 
ist coup in September, 1973. Many 
of his friends were leftist intel- 
lectuals,

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Britain’s Labor in a Box 


The speech delivered in the House of Com- 
mons on Wednesday by Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Dents Healey. announcing spend- 
ing culs and higher taxes. does not Jook like 
the decisive event in the struggle to stem 
Britains econamic decline. On the contrary. 
financial markets at home and abroad re- 
ceived the sprech with skepticism: the 
British stock market fell and the pound 
Plunged still turther. 

What troub:es the markets—and. even 
more important. British public opinion—is 
doubt whether the Labor government has 
the will and the political strength to do the 
job, Far from rallying the nation te a “Dun- 
Kirk spirit.” Healey and Prime Minister Cal- 
laghan seem to be making their moves 
mainly in response to the pressures of the 
Intemational Monetary Fund as the re- 
quired condition for getting an urgently 
needed $3.9-billion loan. 

The IMF had originally toid the British 
forernment it would have to cut the budget 
br $4.8 biliion to get the loan: Healey has 
trimmed this to $4.2 billion, of which $1.7 
billion is ta be cut in the fiscal year start- 
ing next April 1 and $2.5 billion the follow- 
ing year, The tax increases are on liquor 
and tobaceo. but the government consider- 
ately put these off until after Christmas. 

The Bank of England intends to siow the 
Tate of growth of the money supply to 10 
per rent in the coming year, ‘and believes 
this will gradually bring down the present 
rate of inflation. Yet it expects inflation to 
continue at about a 15-per-cent rate for 
severai months longer, as higher costs of 
imports. resulting from the recent fall of 
the pound. are passed through to consumers. 

The Callaghan government faces threats 
ta its existence irom both the left and the 


right. The Conservatives, led by Margaret. 
Thatcher. may try to overthrow Labor on 
the issue of “devolution"—greater self-gov- 
ernment for Scotland and Wales. The threat 
could not come at a worse moment, in the 
midst of Britain's economic crisis, 

At the same time. the left wing now con- 
trois the Nationa} Executive Committee of 
the Labor party. and is challenging Calla- 
ghan's. and Healey’s entire economic policy 
of “austerity.” In his new budget. Healey 
was clearly trying to avoid losing not the left 
wing but the “moderates,” resistant ta slashes 
in housing. education and social services. 
Hea:ey had to be wary of destroying the 
compact on which his party's “incomes poli- 
cy” of voluntary wage restraint by the trade 
unions depends. 

Thus, Labor is in a box from which it 
will be hard to escape. Its best hope is that 
the pound will hold at about its present 
level, and that the worst impact of the 
austerity program on the British economy 
will be over by the second half of next 
year. By then inflation may be slowing and 
unemployment starting to recede. 

Callaghan's capacity for leadership will be 
at stake during the hard times that lie 
ahead. The package Healey has put together 
appears acceptable to the majority of his 
own party, and the left wing will be loath 
to precipitate a general election that could. 
and probably would. hand the government 
over to the Tories. 

It will take nerve—and luck—for Labor 
to check the decline, but it ls by no means 
impossible if Callaghan can only raise the 
confidence and support not only of his own 
party but of a beleaguered nation. 
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The Cutting Edge 


Under fire from students who charged 
_ that their education was “irrelevant.” many 
collece faculties and administrations in the 
turbulent 1960s beat a hasty retreat and 
abandoned most course requirements. Viewed 
initially as a triumph of student freedom. 
the absence of a firm framework of study 
has begun to be recognized. even by many 
undergraduates, as an abdication of institu- 
tional responsibiilfy and 2 detriment to ef- 
fective education. 

There are encouraging signs that a counter- 
revolution is now gathering force. Concerm- 
ed academicians are trying to chart a new 
course of Hberal learning. 

The revolt. against the old requirements 
was frequently justified by the stagnation 
that had turned mandated courses into a 
bore for students and teachers alike. Many 
ot the courses undergraduates were com- 
pelied to take treated students as a captive 
audience, allowing academic departments to 
build overstaffed empires, without sufficient 
concern for the quality of instruction. 

Yet the absence of requirements signals a 
dangerous retreat from the common ground 
shared by educated men and women. At a 
time of extreme pressures toward specializa- 
tion and early career decisions, lack of con- 
sensus on the baste intellectuai underpinning 
needed by coliege graduates only reflects a 
fragmented society whose ellte of talent will 
tind communication ever more difficult, 

Fortunately. a number of leading institu- 
ἘΠῚ have begun the search for new defini- 
tions af a cohesive program of general edu- 


ration. Henry Rosovsky. dean of Harvard's 
faculty of arts and sciences. has initiated a 
crusade against an education that has “no 
common denominator.” Harvard, which in 
the 1940s codified the then prevalent idea 
of general education. is once again trying 
to Ust specific fie:ds in which students ought 
Ὁ have “informed acquaintance.” 


Columbia. which ‘has never given up on 
certain basic courses in the humanities. 
hopes that the rest of academia may once 
again be persuaded to acknowledge that some 
of the “great books” remain indispensable 
to those who claim to be-educated. 

The issues and the emphasis in any new 
core curriculum call for an open mind on 
the part of those who attempt to chart to- 
morrow's liberal education. The world is no 
longer bounded. as critics of the old ap- 
proach have right.y charged. by the region 
between Athens and California. The non- 
Western world cannot be ignored. An under- 
standing of science and technology cannot be 
left to the engineers. Knowledge of the urban 
condition and environment is crucial. 

There has been a tendency to blame politi- 
clans too exclusively for their narrow view 
of the U.S. future. The range of a self-gov- 
erning nation’s vision is not primarily de- 
termined by its elected leaders. The key 
to a wider focus is held by educated citizens 
who are any civilization’s cutting edge. The 
return to 2 common core in undergraduate 
education is essential to sharpen that edge.

New Israeli Signals on U.S. Arms ἔξ 


ASHINGTON. — Israel asked 
the United States this week 
to cancel a request for 175 U.S- 
made M-60 tanks and permit 
Israel instead to apply the funds 
to produce an equivatent number 
of a radically new tank of its own 
design. 

This was one of a series of 
significant arms and financial 
commitments Defense Minister 
Shimon Peres sought from the 
outgomg Ford administration in 
hopes they would carry over to 
the Carter administration, 

U.S. and diplomatic sources 
said the requests were-pressed br 
Peres not only to Secretary of 
State’ Henry Kissinger and De- 
fense Secretary Donald Rumsfeid, 
but also discussed with Cyrus 
Vance, who has been designated 
by President-elect Jimmy Carter 
to be his secretary of state, and 
with James Schlesinger, who may 
be given a top role in the next 
administration. 


Fighters, Too 

Among the other requests, the 
sources said, were: 

Φ Permission to co-produce in 
Israel 200 of 250 U.S. F-16 jet 
fighters, the supply of which was 
promised in principle to Israel in 
the fall of 1975 as part of the 
Sinai-2 agreement. 

Φ Permission to co-produce in 
Israel ἃ new U.S. hydrofoil mis- 
stie patrol boat having roughiy 
twice the speed of conventional 
Patrol boats. 

@ Agreement that President 
Ford would ask for at least $1.8 
billion in eid to Israel in his final 
budget, which goes to Congress 
on Jan. 16. Israel previously had 
sought $2.2 billion, but got word 
the President bad slashed the 
total to $1.5 billion. 

@ Agreement to apply formally 
to Congress soon after it con- 
venes on Jan. 4, and ‘well before 
the Carter administration takes 
over on Jan. 20, for permission to 
sell some advanced weapons sy3s- 
tems President Ford promised to 
Provide shortly before the elec- 
tion. These include a new con- 
cussion bomb and a new night- 
viewing system for planes and 
helicopters, 

Sources said Peres was given 
assurances that letters of offer 
Would be sent to Congress early 
next month on the new weapons, 
but that the co-production 
Schemes present so many prob- 
Jems that they might have to be 
slipped to the new administration 
for decision. 

The sources caid that Peres 
Stressed Israel's willingness to 
constructively explore the pos- 
sibility of an overall settlement 
of the Arab-Israeli dispute, but 
wishes to assure itself that it will 
be strong enough to take the 
security risks that shrunken bor- 
ders would entail 

He reportedly argued that the ὁ 
buildup of Israel’s defense in- 
dustry would enhance its setf-suf. 
Ticieney and that arms commit- 
ments made br the outgoing ad- 
ministration would less likely 
upset the negotiating climate 
than if made by President Carter 
during the height of discussions 
om the convening of a new 
Geneva conference. 

Peres is understood to hare 
been told, however, that most of 
the issues would of necessity have 
to be reviewe.. by the new Presi- 
dent and some decisions couldn't 
be made before Jan. 20. 

For instance, on the request to 
co-praduce the I-16, the members’ 
of the European consorilum, who 
are buying the plane for their 
own alr forces, have been assured 
the United States would make no 
sales to third countries without 
full consultation, and thet they

People will accept the consequences of severe measures which 
are bound to reduce standards of living provided they are 
confident that in practice these will be fairly applied and thus 
that all will bear the burden equally. 


For the fature therefore unless we assume that a challenge along, 
these lines will evoke a sufficiently general response to reverse 
p-esent economic and business trends there is no hope what~ 
ever.

The teams that play off 
Minnesota Saturday are remark- 
ably similar in other ways. Their 
defensive players are so old they 
should be peid with Medicare 
benefits, not playoff bonus moz- 
ey: their quarterbacks were 
rookies the year Roger Maris hit 
€1 homers: thelr best running 
backs each gained more than 
1,000 yards this year; their special 
teams routinely make big plays. 
and both squads have played R. 
sian roulette withont Josing 
mid-September. 

Minnesota hes been 2 member 
of the National Football League's 
ruling class for so long that i: 
just wouldm’t be playoff time 
without Bud Grant stands on 
the sidelines, expressionless, whule 
his team methodically attacks its 
opponent, 

Falling Right 

But the Vikings’ lack of rah- 
rah almost went too fsr this 
Season, and even Grant finally 
became concerned that 811 his 
cheerleaders had either retired 
or been traded away. leaving him 
with s bunch of quiet meditazors. 

Theat supposedly is all in the 
past. The old men performed 
like rookles in the last two vic- 
tories, and Alan Page, who is 
enjoying one of his best seasons, 
Temarked that things were fall- 
ing into place et the right time, 
Who could argue with him? 

Emotion and motivation are the 
last things that George Allen has 
to worry about this week. The 
Redskins have been riding on 
emotion so long they don't know 
what it means to be down for 
& game. So Allen has time to 
concern himself about other 
things, starting with Francis Tar- 
kenton. 


‘Tarkenton has enjoyed one of 
his most productive seasons (61 
per cent completion accuracy, 17 
touchdowns, only eight intercep- 
tions) despite having to break in 
two new wide receivers, Ahmad 
Rashad (3 catches) and rookie 
Sammy White (51 catches, 10 
vouchdowns), 

Chuck Foreman has been even 
more impressive than 155: year. 
His receptions “fell” to 55 but his 
rushing yardage climbed to a 
team-record 1,155. There's a de- 
cided drop-off when the ball is 
handed to Brent McClanahan or 
rookie Robert Miller. 

The Redskins’ backfield tandem 
of Mike Thomas and John Rig- 
gins bas been more consistent 
down the stretch, and Grant 
thinks their improvement is the 
reason the Redskins get to visit 
the frigid north this week.

But 
Page, who has blocked five kicks, 
and steady Jim Marshall aren't 
pushed around easily, and line- 
backers Jeff Siemon, Hilgenbere 
and Matt Blair are active and 
aggressive. The secondary, with 
the Wright boys ‘Jeff and Nate) 
and 2 healthy Bobby Bryant. hes 
allowed opponents to complete 
only 48 per cent of their passes. 

The Redskius' secondary, 
thanks to the way newcomers 
Jake Scott and Joe Lavender 
have blended in, is even more 
effective.
